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INTRODUCTION: In this modern 
machine age, with the world enveloped 
in war, rivers of blood flowing from 
the veins of the world’s choice young 
manhood, and many things that’ we 
once thought were indestructive al- 
ready destroyed, nations demolished, 
and kings taking refuge behind the 
powers of other governments, there is 
one refuge and one law that will never 
fail. That one refuge is Christ; that 
one law is the Bible. 

The word “Bible” means “the book,” 
and the reason it is called the Book is 
because it is the only book written 
that is worthy to be referred to as 
“THE BOOK. Of all books in the history 
of the world the Bible has outlived 
them all, and has the widest circula- 
tion. It was the first book, and will be 
the last one. 

THE AUTHORS 

The Bible was written over a period 
of at least sixteen hundred years, and 
by about thirty-six different authors. 
The experiences and circumstances of 
these authors varied very widely and 
are from almost every walk of life— 
scribes, fishermen, farmers, doctors, 
judges, and kings; learned men like 
Paul and unlearned men like Peter 
and John. Some wrote from their pris- 
on cells bound in chains, while others 
were at liberty basking in the sunlight 
of honor and fame from the public in 
general. Some were rich, others were 
poor. Some were in old age with one 
foot almost in the grave, while others 
were young and hopeful of many 
years to live and work. Some wrote 
under great trials, persecution, . dis- 
tress, and discouragements, while 
others were happy and free. 

All these writers lived in several 
countries and localities, over a period 
of many hundreds of years, and were 
accustomed to worshiping and work- 
ing under varied conditions and cir- 
cumstances, yet never contradicted 
each other. 

THE WORD WILL STAND 
FOREVER ; 

New books are constantly being 
written as a result of increase of 
knowledge. Schools are being out- 
grown and new ones built; the best 
and greatest Bible students have never 
been able to fathom the depths of the 
Holy Scriptures, neither have the most 
holy and sainted sages of the past or 
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present ever outgrown the holiness 
and knowledge of this Book. 

Christ, defending the durability of 
the Bible, said: “Heaven and earth 
shall pass away, but my word shall 
never pass away.” And on another oc- 
casion, He said: “Till heaven and 
earth shall pass away, but my word 
shail never pass away.” And on an- 
other occasion, He said: “Till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot or one tittle 
shall in no wise pass from the law, till 
all be fulfilled.” 

The Scriptures further declare, 
“The day of the Lord will come as a 
thief in the night; in the which the 
heavens shall pass away with a great 
noise, and the elements shall melt 
with fervent heat, the earth also and 
the works that are therein shall be 
burned up.” But through all this the 
Word of God will stand, and that for- 
ever. 

HOW TO STUDY THE BIBLE 

“Study to shew thyself approved un- 
to God, a workman that needeth not 
to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth,” 2 Tim. 2:15. 

Paul instructed Timothy to study 
the Bible, not because Timothy had 
not studied the Scriptures, but rather 
that he might continue to do so. Tim- 
othy had studied the Bible from 
his youth, as is revealed by Paul 
further on in the same letter, “And 
that from a child thou hast known the 
holy scriptures, which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation,” 2 Tim. 
3:15. > 

In the two quotations there is set 
forth three definite reasons why one 
should know the Bible. First, that he 
may know how to rightly divide it. 
Second, knowledge of the Scriptures 
invites the approval of God. Third, to 
know the Scriptures makes one wise 
unto salvation: To understand the 
Bible it is necessary to consider the 
writer, also those to whom he is writ- 
ing and the conditions and circum- 
stances that surround them. It is fur- 
ther important in understanding the 
Scriptures to consider the subject the 
writer is dealing with; not one phrase, 
or one verse, but the entire thought, 
studying carefully the contexts. Never 
grab a phrase here and one there to 
build up an argument that justifies 
your own belief. If you resort to that 
method of interpreting the Scriptures 


you can prove almost anything by the 
Bible. You will find in Psalm 14:1, 
“There is no God,” but if you will read 
from the first of the verse you will 
learn that it was the fool who said in 
his heart, “There is no God.” Then he 
goes on to tell what kind of people 
these fools are. “They are corrupt, 
they have abominable works. There is 
none that doeth good.” Therefore the 
Scriptures must be rightly divided to 
get the correct understanding. Don’t 
disbelieve in the existence of God just 
because one phrase reads, “There is no 
God.” Look and see who said it, and 
when you look you will see that it was 
the statement of a fool. Then treat it 
accordingly. 

A BOOK TO BE UNDERSTOOD 

You hear people say, “I would read 
the Bible, but I cannot understand it.” 
Your trouble is that you argue with it. 
You read it and when condemned you 
want to make it mean something else. 
You can never fit the Bible to your 
own ideas and experience. You will 
have to fit your ideas and experiences 
to the Bible. Read your Bible with an 
open mind. Don’t even try to remem- 
ber what some one said about it. Think 
about what you are reading. When the 
Bible says something don’t ask some- 
one else what it means. It means what 
it says. 

I have a little boy named Jimmy. He 
reads the Bible and believes what it 
says. When he was nine years old J 
had been away from home for a few 
days attending to my ministerial du- 
ties, and when I returned he had just 
finished reading the book of Revela- 
tion for his first time. He had read 
many mysterious things in the new 
book» He came into my office to tell 
about his new discoveries. He said he 
read things in there that just didn’t 
seem like they could be. He said, 
“When I read about that old dragon 
and three spirits like frogs come out of 
his mouth (he frowned), it made me 
sick, I like to have vomited.” Then I 
thought, “O God, that I and all grown- 
ups could read the Bible and see it 
just like it reads, like that child saw 
it.” When he read it he had a mental 
vision. He saw the dragon, he saw his 
mouth, he saw three spirits like frogs 
come out of his mouth. To him it was 
a reality. It had an effect on his stom- 
ach. Many people read it so 
casually that it does not even affect 
their hearts. Do not read your Bible 
through just so you can brag about 
reading it from lid to lid. There are

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FRUIT TREES or SHADE TREES 


A. J. COX 


Text: Matt. 21:19, “Nothing thereon 
but leaves.” 

There is a time when the beautiful 
leaves on the trees are useful. I can 
remember years ago when I was a 
boy and when I was helping my father 
on the farm, how, when I would take 
the hoe and try to keep up with my 
father and others, with my row of 
corn across the wide field, and the 
sun was shining very hot, I would be 
very much refreshed when we would 
get to the end of the row and find a 
good shade tree to rest our weary, 
tired bodies under for awhile. Byt 
after I had become rested the shade 
tree would become useless, and if we 
stayed with the shade too long, or 
spent too much time with the shade 
tree, our ears of corn would grow too 
short, therefore to help or have our 
ground to produce well, we would have 
to spend very little time with the 
shade trees. 

Another thing I learned about the 
shade trees from my father was that 
he would always deaden’ the trees 
around his corn field that wouldn’t 
bear fruit, but only made a shade on 
the other fruit of his ground. Now I 
am sure that the leaves have their 
place on God’s FRUIT TREES, but 
there must be fruit also if the tree is 
to exist. We notice in the text that 
Jesus had spent the night in Bethany, 
and as He returned to the city in the 
morning, He hungered. When He saw 
a fig tree in the way He came to it 
and FOUND NOTHING THEREON 
BUT LEAVES ONLY, and you know 
that leaves will not satisfy the man 
that is hungry. 

We note that in the very beginning 
of our experience FRUITS were de- 
manded. John the Baptist, in Matt. 
3:8 said, “Bring forth therefore 
FRUITS meet for repentance”; also, 
“The ax is laid unto the root of the 
trees; therefore EVERY TREE which 
bringeth not forth GOOD FRUIT is 
hewn down, and cast into the fire,” 
Matt. 3:10. We are not only demanded 
to bring forth fruit, but it must be 
good fruit. Now we will note that this 
fruit tree can be an individual, or it 
can be a church, a body of Christians; 
but in either case we must bring forth 
GOOD FRUIT. 

Somebody perhaps has said, 
“Preacher, what is fruit-bearing?” 
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Well, it can be anything that promotes 
the cause of Christ. One colored 
preacher said that God only. needs us 
as we serve one another. If I will visit 
the sick, yes, and pray with them and 
try to take something to them that 
they need, and will make them happy, 
I am bearing fruit. If I am giving for 
missions I am bearing fruits and the 
more I give the more fruit I bear. If I 
put a one or a five-dollar bill in the 
Orphanage offering I am bearing 
fruit. If I am faithful to always pay 
my tithes in full each pay day, and 
get them in on time, I am bearing 
fruits and then if I will always be 
ready to give in the offerings, I am 
bearing fruit. Some fruit trees feel 
that after they have paid their tithes, 
they have borne all the fruit that God 
demands of them, but that is just 
a part of the fruit. There are others 
that will go to the altar and beg God 
to save them, and make God all kinds 
of wide promises if He will save them. 
Then after God speaks peace to them, 
many times on their promise, they will 
draw good money and salt it down, 
and when the offering plate is passed 
around to get an offering for the man 
of God, who perhaps has sacrificed the 
natural comforts of life to bring them 
the gospel, they will drop in ten or 
twenty cents or perhaps up to a dol- 
lar, and then wonder why they haven’t 
power to lay down that filthy habit 
of tobacco, or other things that keep 
their VICTORY sapped away. Listen, 
brother, sister, God has said in 2 Cor. 
9:6, “He which soweth sparingly shall 
reap also sparingly; . and he which 
soweth BOUNTIFULLY SHALL REAP 
ALSO BOUNTIFULLY.” If you want 
large dividends, make large invest- 
ments, and if you don’t get enough 
salvation to get down into and loosen 
up your pocketbook, until you will 
give God His tenth, and help to bear 
the church burdens, I am afraid that 
you haven’t enough to take you to 
heaven. 

Yes, and another thing I want to 
say about FRUIT BEARING, lest I 
forget. Our precious godly sisters, the 
Willing Workers, some of them can 
find more things to do that will be 
a blessing to the church (these are 
FRUIT-BEARERS) and there are 
others that cannot find time to do 
any thing much. These have only 


leaves and perhaps just a few of them. 
How beautiful would our church work 
be if each one would be willing to bear 
his part of the burden. David said, in 
Psalm 1:1-3, “Blessed is the man that 
walketh not in the counsel of the un- 
godly, nor standeth in the way of sin- 
ners, nor sitteth in the seat of the 
scornful. But his delight is in the 
law of the Lord; and in his law doth 
he meditate day and night, and he 
shall be like a tree planted by the 
rivers of water, that bringeth forth 
his fruit in his season, his leaf also 
shall not wither: and whatsoever he 
doeth shall prosper.” 


Say, brother, did you know that it 
is all right to be a shade tree if you 
will also BEAR FRUIT, but I think 
that our chance of making it through 
is very small if we try to get through 
on just shade alone. Yes, we should 
have LEAVES but we must have 
FRUIT. Read Psalm 1:1-3 again. Are 
you afraid God will let you down? Are 
you about to have a spiritual drouth? 
He said your leaf also SHALL not 
WITHER, and WHATSOEVER you 
DOETH SHALL PROSPER. Did you 
ever take a look at the man that is 
willing to pay his tithes, give in offer- 
ings, attend church regularly, give in 
missions, help the orphans; in fact, 
always willing to help bear the 
CHURCH burden in general? Watch 
that man prosper. Yes, God always 
will give that man a good spiritual 
blessing. Also watch that man and see 
if he doesn’t make dollars where the 
tightwad will almost starve to death. 

In conclusion I wish to remind you 
that you must bear fruit if you make - 
it through to the city.

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ARE WE BEARING GOOD FRUIT?

“He came unto his own, and his own 
received him not. But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name,” St. John 
3524; 32. 

Brother and sister, have you re- 
ceived Him? Have you believed on His 
name? Are you bearing fruit? or is it 
leaves only? Jesus was hungry and 
came to the fig tree. Finding leaves 
only He pronounced a curse upon it 
that it should never more bear fruit. 
Presently the‘ tree withered away. 
(Matt. 21:18, 19.) “And now also the 
axe is laid unto the root of the trees: 
therefore every tree which bringeth 
not forth good fruit is hewn down, and 
cast into the fire,” Matt. 3:10. Do we 
have leaves only? If we have accepted 
Christ and been born again of the 
water and of the Spirit, let us bring 
forth good fruit. 

“I am the vine, ye are the branches: 
he that abideth in me, and I in him, 
the same bringeth forth much fruit: 
for without me ye can do nothing,” St. 
John 15:5. Dearly beloved, if we are 
not bringing forth fruit, that is, if we 
are not getting lost souls to God, we 
are not abiding in the vine. We have 
our talent hidden and are not bearing 
fruit. We should go back to the altar 
and pray through to victory. The truth 
is God’s Word. It is plain for us to see 
that if we are ashamed to confess Je- 
sus before men, He will be ashamed to 
confess us before His Father and the 
holy angels. He will take our talent 
away and give it to another who has 
gained other talents for Him. I believe 
if we have been saved, sanctified, and 
baptized with the Holy Ghost and fire, 
we should let our light so shine that 
others may see our good works and 
glorify our Father which art in 
heaven. If we do not this we bear 
leaves only and must suffer the fol- 
lowing; “If a man abide not in me, he 
is cast ‘forth as a branch, and is 
withered; and men gather them, and 
cast them into the fire, and they are 
burned,” St. John 15:6. If we are pro- 
fessors and not possessors we will be 
burned. We are either a saint or a 
sinner. We are either in Christ or else 
we are out of Christ. Let us work 
while it is day for the night cometh 
when no man can work. Let us bring 
forth fruit more abundantly. - 

How shall I convince you that I am

His eye ran up and down the 
earth, and He put His finger on a man 
and said, “Go to Nineveh and cry 
against it.” But Jonah was probably 
pastoring a little church that paid 
tithes fairly well and perhaps just did 
not care about putting himself. into 
so much danger. So instead of report- 
ing on the job at Nineveh on Monday 
morning, he became an_ absentee. 
While God had already set the great 
mighty wheels of justice into motion, 
and all the machinery was well oiled 
to accomplish this great job of work 
in record time, still His man did not 
show up.

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El Salvador and Panama 


As stated in the last issue, we found 
the entire 50 kilometers of highway 
from San Salvador to El Congo paved 
and, since we could make the entire 
drive in about one hour, we returned 
to Brother Syverson’s home each 
night. After having slept on'the table 
and in the hammock and eaten food 
prepared by the natives, this was quite 
a treat and was very refreshing to my 
body. 

We had a blessed time in the con- 


. vention there, enjoying the fellowship 


of the Spirit and seeing the workers 
from the several different churches 
all worshipping together and enjoying 
the feast from heaven. Brother and 
Sister Stilwell and Wayne arrived in 
San Salvador just two days after 
Brother Syverson and I. They 
were exceedingly happy, having at last 
arrived at the destination which they 
had been striving to reach for several 
weeks, but, as stated before, were un- 
able to complete their journey because 
of the border being closed. There had 
been no traffic between the two coun- 
tries except by air. Brother Stilwell 
made one trip with us to El Congo be- 
fore the convention closed. I am sure 
that Brother and Sister Stilwell are 
going to enjoy their work with Broth- 
er Syverson. I have received a letter 
since I arrived home stating that they 
seem to be getting right into the 
language and are taking a great in- 
terest in their work. 

From here Brother Syverson and 
I went directly to Panama. On 
March 11 wededicated anice new 
church building at No. 57 Twenty- 
seventh Street, Chorrilla. Brother 
DeSouza and the others had been la- 
boring faithfully for several months, 
some of the brethren working a good 
part of the night for several days to 
get this building ready for dedication. 
A number of ministers from other 
churches had gathered with us for the 
occasion, including Methodist, Adven- 
tist, Baptist, Nazarene, and, pos- 
sibly, some others. They all spoke a 
few words of appreciation of the work 
the Church of God is doing and the 
progress we are making there. Each 
one of them seemed exceedingly hap-

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py that we had at least been able to 
erect a good permanent building of 
our own. 

We, also, had the privilege while 
here of making a trip some thirty 
miles or so into the country. I under- 
stand that this was, possibly, in the 
vicinity of Colon to dedicate a piece 
of ground which had been given for 
a new church building. This piece of 
ground is right on the new highway 
which has just been completed and 
the people seemed very enthusiastic 
over the future of the Church of God 
there. Brother DeSouza’s son has been 
going out to this place and preaching 
regularly. A number of the people 
from there were in Panama for the 
dedicatory service on Sunday. Our 
stay in Panama was very pleasant in- 
deed in the homes of Brother DeSouza 
and Brother Nichols. We are looking 
forward to the time when we shall 
have, not one, but dozens of churches 
in Panama. In fact, we are badly in 
need of another building in Panama 
City right now as we have two con- 
gregations, one Spanish and one 
English, worshiping in this building. 
In this way, it is occupied every night, 
practically all day, and till late in the 
night Sundays. When either congre- 
gation has a revival, the other, of 
course, has to give up their regular 
services except the day services and 
Sunday School. 

I saw very little of Panama City as 
I was so busily occupied with church 
business while there and had no time 














for sight-seeing. For instance, the de- 
dicatory service on Sunday lasted un- 
til 6 p. m. Then, we had to return at 
7:30 for the evening service and with 
the service some visiting and talking 
about little business matters which 
had to be properly adjusted. We got to 
bed after midnight and had to be up 
at 5 o’clock the next morning. 

I returned through Mexico City and 
stopped with the brethren there a 
couple of days. I had the privilege of 
meeting with Brother Ruesga and 
Brother Hargrave and many of the 
brethren to help in getting ready for 
the convention to be held there in 
May. I was with them at the main 
temple Calzada for one service. Many 
of the ministers of the city, as well as 
the local saints, were gathered for this 
service. It looked like a little Assembly 
as we now have twelve churches in 
Mexico City. 


I also brought back a number of 
souvenirs and trinkets for the office 
and Bible School from some of the dif- 
ferent countries down there. I must 
say that our work in Central America 
is very encouraging and, if we had the 
qualified workers there, we could soon 
have tens of thousands of members in 
those countries. Surely if anyone ever 
needed to be turned from darkness to 
light, it is the people in some of these 
countries. How glorious the light does 
shine when they receive it. Join us in 
prayers that God will send forth more 
laborers into this ripened harvest field 
and supply the means to care for them. 











NORTHWEST BIBLE & MUSIC ACADEMY CLOSES 
ANOTHER SUCCESSFUL TERM 


From the Chick Hatchery on the 
edge of town to the Yellowstone Hotel 
on Broadway, so goes the history of 
the Northwest Bible School which has 
just closed another successful term. 

The faculty and students were hap- 
py as they delved into their work day 
and night to gather from their studies 
things that will enable them to be bet- 
ter workers for the Lord and His 
Church, in teaching and preaching 
and singing, making music, and per- 
sonal work. We were privileged to visit 
the school twice during this term, and 
we found them busy and happy in 
their work. The co-operation of stu- 


+ dent and teacher makes a good term 


of school. 

The accommodations of the Yellow- 
stone Hotel in Lemmon, which was 
purchased for the school, are far 
ahead of those of the Chick Hatchery, 
and so much so until those who were 
acquainted with the Hatchery and ex- 
perienced the hardships and handi- 
caps of the early days of this school, 
feel like the present accommodations 
are almost a palace compared with 
what some had. But in spite of all the 
inconveniences, handicaps and hard- 
ships, the school went on doing its 
good work because men had a vision. 
The Lord put it on the hearts of the 
people to help support it, and today 
the school has a good influence in the 
town of Lemmon and surrounding 
community, with many friends among 
the business men and the farmers as 
well. The Lord has been with them all 
the way and still wonderfully meets 
with the students and faculty each 
term. 

Students that have gone out from 
this school are making good as pas- 
tors, evangelists, and co-workers in all 
departments of the church work, for 
which the B. M. A. is thankful. 


This term closed April 6, 1945, with 
students graduating with high honors. 
The faculty had reasons to be pleased 
with accomplishments and happy ex- 
pectations of the future of the gradu- 
ating class. There are fine prospects 
for a senior class for next term, with 
others graduating with high honors. 
The attendance this term was an in- 
crease over last term, though war con- 
ditions did hinder, many having been 
drafted and others on farms feared 
the draft. We are looking for next 
term to fill every room in the hotel 
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with students who desire to be work- 
ers for the Lord and His Church. 

The state overseer, Brother Glyndon 
Logsdon, has served as superintendent 


. of the school this year, but his other 


duties have not permitted him to re- 
main at the school all the-time. When 
he could not be there, the principal of 
the school, Ruby (Thompson) Beck- 
man, carried on the work, having the 
respect of the student body. 


The program presented at the close 
of the school was unique and interest- 
ing. The baccalaureate sermon was 
preached by Brother M. L. Lowe, of 
Bigtimber, Montana, and the writer 
had the honor of addressing the grad- 
uating class. A district rally was held 
at the Lemmon, S. D., church on Sat- 
urday and Sunday following the close 
of the school. The musical talent of the 
school was much appreciated in this 
rally and was an added feature that 
made the rally better. The climax of 
the rally came on Sunday afternoon in 
a mission service, at the close of the 
sermon, when several came forward 
offering their services as missionaries, 
some of which had received definite 
calls to certain fields. At this service 
an offering was taken for missions 
and the neat sum of $1,723 was the re- 
sponse from the congregation, finan- 
cially, which was more than three 
times the amount given in the rally 


last year. To have been there is the’ 


only way to know the depth of that 
service and to see how hearts were 
moved upon by the Spirit of God un- 
til they yielded personally and finan- 
cially, showing their love for God and 
lost souls.—H. L. Chesser.

Brother Frank W. Lemons, who is 
well known in the northwest section, 
was present at the close of the school 
and addressed the graduating class, 
also addressed the youth rally on Sat- 
urday night held at the first Baptist 
Church in Moose Jaw, since our 
church building was too small to ac- 
commodate the crowd.
